H E U . S. Army Engineering Corps has some 
great big wastebaskets. 
It has to have them to 
receive the tons of letters which people write 
abou t Bringing U p the O ld Father of W aters 
so that he’ll learn to behave himself in company. 
O f cou rse, the letters have rather fallen ofl du ring the 
past few months, becau se almost all American rivers are at 
low water these days and people are talking abou t drou ght 
control and rainmakers rather than flood control. Bu t ju st 
let conditions change— and they will change— and the let­ 
ters on flood control will start flooding into the W ar De­ 
partment again. 
M any of the plans, ideas and su ggestions to harness the 
old Mississippi and keep him in his own territory are written 
to the President rather than to the NX ar Department. 
Bu t 
of cou rse, the President never sees the letters. 
T he mail clerks in the W hite Hou se go over the mail, 
sort it, check it, stamp it with ru bber stamps and refer all 
flood control missives to the army engineers for reply. Some­ 
times detailed drawings and specifications come from tech­ 
nical men with considerable engineering knowledge and 
experience. 
Occasionally one of these inventors will talk to his sen­ 
ator or representative and get the congressman so enthu sias­ 
tic that a hearing is demanded before a congressional com­ 
mittee. 
T he congressman in qu estion may introdu ce bills 
embodying tire scheme in whole or in part. 
Colonel Ernest Graves, member of the Mississippi River 
Commission, says he tries to forget some of the wildest ideas 
which have been advanced, bu t as he recalls it they fall 
into fou r or five general classes. 
F 


IR S T , there are the canal bu ilders. These lads wish to 
ru n canals from variou s tribu taries of tire Mississippi 
to lower rivers which can carry off excess water into 
the G u lf of Mexico. O ne su ch scheme embodies a canal 
from the Tennessee River to the W arrior River. 
(M ou n­ 
tains are no impediments to su ch projects on paper.) 
Another proposed canal wou ld be from the A rkansas to 
the Red River and from the Red River to the G u lf. Still 
a third envisions the Ohio River’s excess water being di­ 
verted down into the 1 ennessee. 
Most of these canals, even if they cou ld be bu ilt, cou ld 
not carry oil enou gh water to do mu ch good in a flood con­ 
trol^ program.” declares Colonel Graves. 
if excess v\a» er from Lie Ou io and J eu nessee cou ld be 
draw n ofl that wou ld take care of an amou nt of water 
L i^e enou gh to cou nt, bu t, man alive, su ch a canal wou ld 


have to be as large as the three rivers com­ 
bined, and we haven’t enou gh people in 
the United States to dig it. It wou ld take 
care of the u nemployment problem all 
right, if we cou ld afford it.” 
Schemes of the second class are highly 
idealistic. 
These contemplate practically 
redigging the Mississippi channel and pu t­ 
ting it in another place, thu s abandoning 
the river’s natu ral cou rse completely. 
T he basic general idea is to make a 
large, straight channel, more or less par­ 
allel with and hard by the Mississippi as 
it now ru ns. T he channel wou ld be three 
or fou r times as wide as the river itself 
and deep enou gh for ocean steamers to 
sail u p and down its cou rse. 
In the basement of the Senate office 
bu ilding is a model of the Riker Missis­ 
sippi Spillway Project, which follows the 
above plan. 
Senator Frazier of N orth 
D akota has two or three times introdu ced 
bills, calling for amendment of the pres­ 
ent flood control law. with the thou ght that the Riker plan 
cou ld be adopted.

Literatu re pu t ou t by Carroll Livingston kiker. au thor of 
the plan, declares that his spillway plan wou ld cost only 
$l,50 a ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to complete; that the President of the 
U nited States cou ld control the amou nt of water flowing 
down the river and the velocity of tlie water flowing clown 
the spillway by pressing electric bu ttons in the W hite 
H ou se; that there wou ld be no bank erosion, caving banks, 
or bar foanations; that, by means of dams, power cou ld 
be dev elo ped .which wou ld mean a nelv profit of $1 0 .0 0 0 .- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in five years. 
B u t Colonel Graves sees it differently. 
“ T o complete su ch a canalization and spillway project 
might cost any su m— say $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
he says. 
“ Fu rthermore, the channel wou ld not be kept clear for deep 
ocean steamers or anything like them. 
In the Mississippi 
itself we can’t keep ou r channels clear withou t continu al 
dredging. 
It wou ld be the same story in a reconstru cted 
river of this kind.” 
. 
Even on the present program, twice as mu ch dirt is being 
moved as was excavated for the Panam a Canal. 
S 


T IL L a third class of schemes for deepening the natu ral 
river channel so that it cou ld take care of all its own 
excess water is to equ ip boats with plows and harrow's 
and keep the bottom stirred u p so that the water car. carry 
off the silt. T he only trou ble with these inventions is that 
the flow' of water doesn't seem to co-operate. It ju st doesn t 
carry off the mu d the way it shou ld do. 
One man wrote in details for a pipe line to ru n from the 
Missou ri to the G u lf, throu gh which excess water cou ld be 
pu mped ou t. 
Colonel Graves estimated that a steel pipe 
10 feet thick and hu ndreds of feet in diameter might be 
needed to withstand the pressu re and power requ ired for 
this work. H e grew faint when he contemplated the amou nt 
of steel which wou ld be needed. 
“ Ideas for power dams are always mixed u p with chan­ 
nel schemes,” says Colonel Graves, “ bu t the inventors seem 
to forget that if they’re going to retain the water for power, 
the reservoirs will not be empty for holding excess water. 
W ith some exceptions power sites are mostly u p in the 
mou ntains and those down below are not economically prac­ 
tical at this time. 
. . » 
• . • 
“ A dam has to have a fu ll reservoir behind it to make 
power, and if it is fu ll, it will overflow when floods come. 
T he u se of dams for flood control is antagonistic to their 
u se for power.’’ 
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H E most fantastic of the ideas which people have pu t 
on paper and sent to the President or the Secretary of 
W ar are probably the following: 
1. W hen there is a great deal of rainfall, let everybody 
along the Mississippi tie sponges in the branches of the trees. 
This will keep tire water from ru nning into the grou nd and 
thence into the rivers. 
2. 
In times of heavy rains, everybody shou ld set ou t 
every tu b, barrel, basin, or other container which is avail­ 
able so as to catch as mu ch of the water as possible. 
3. Freeze the liver into a glacier. Ice boats can then be 
u » ed insLad of water carriers, and when the river rises it 
will do no damage. 
4. Install vaporizers and when there is too mu ch water,

vaporize 
steam. 
5. 
Plow u p the levees and let 
the w'ater ru n over the land as it 
will. T he river will then be big­ 
ger and broader, bu t w hat of it? 
“ T o the geniu s who wrote in 
that last su ggestion,” says Colonel 
Graves, “ we wrote a reply, telling 
him we were fearfu l that too many 
people 
throu ghou t 
the 
cou ntry 
wou ld disagree with his solu tion 
of the Mississippi problem to make 
it practicable.” 
Some more tenable ideas are 
the development of contou r plow­ 
ing to prevent soil erosion, where­ 
by water ru nning into the soil 
wou ld be retained in the grou nd; 
reforestation, which many govern­ 
ment scientists believe wou ld really 
do a great deal towards prevent­ 
ing floods; and the bu ilding of 
reservoirs to hold excess water. 
M ost of these su ggestions, how­ 
ever. are not entirely economically 
practicable at this time. Colonel 
Graves insists. 
H e says that his­ 
tory shows there were floods even 
when the land along the rivers was 
heavily 
forested. 
W ar 
D epart­ 
ment engineers are stu dying the 
reservoir system, and think that 
some reservoirs in certain streams 
which seem to present natu ral res­ 
ervoir sites may at a later date be 
developed as a part of the flood 
control plan. 
A 


M ID S T all this welter of ad­ 
vice, ju st what is being done 
by the W ar Department in 
the matter of flood control? T he 
Jadw in flood control bill passed 
three years ago, and $3 2 5,0 0 0 ,- 
0 0 0 was au thorized to be spent 
for dikes, dams, levees, and spill­ 
ways along the river. 
A bou t $1 2 7 .0 0 0 .0 0 0 of this 
amou nt has actu ally been appro­ 
priated by Congress, and of this 
su m, some $9 2 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 has been 
spent or tied u p in contracts, while 
the remaining $3 5,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 will 
soon be allocated. 
Along a good part of the river 
levees 
have 
been 
raised 
and 
strengthened; a masonry type con­ 
trolled spillway at Bonnet Carre, 
abou t 20 miles above N ew O r­ 
leans, is almost completed for the 
protection of the Crescent City. 
A lso inclu ded in the flood con­ 
trol program are channel improve­ 
ment works, constru ction of revet­ 
ments for bank protection. 
Becau se engineers decided it 
wou ld be best to compromise with the father of W ater* 
rather than oppose his desires all along 
the line, the plan 
does not preclu de certain overflowing of lands which 
have 
alwavs been inu ndated in flood tu ne. 
, 
From Birds Point. III., to New M adrid, M o., a flood- 
way permitting the escape of excess flood waters is abou t 
completed. 
In the A tchafalaya and Boeu f Basins, where 
overflows have occu rred du ring every great flood, the plan 
contemplates protection levees. 
T he Bonnet Carre spillway, which Colonel G raves thinks 
will forever protect N ew O rleans by diverting excess water 
into Lake Ponchartram , will be finished 
by next spring in
